The paramount interest of

civilization requires that the
money used as a circulating me-

dium ia au.v country shall at all
times bear a constant ratio to
the increasing populationof that
country. Contraction of the
currency involves all financial
evils to which a nation can be
subjected, nmatie of which are
robtiery of the debtor, stagnation
of business, reduction of wages,
and the enslavement of the
masses for the benefit cf bond-
holders and grasping creditors'
We denounce the bondholders,
conspiracy to demonetize silver
and contract the money of the
world to a single gold standard
as a crime against civilization.
It would double the obligation
of bonds and all other contracts
for the payment of money,
which now aggregate in the
civilized world the enormous
sum of more than one hundred
thousand million dollars, anu
thereby make the rich richer
and the poor poorer, and impov-
erish the masses for a favorite
few. We are therefore in favor
of the free and unlimited coin-

age of both gold and silver on
the basis now provided by law.

XII.
We condemn the Democratic

House of Representatives for re-

fusing b make the necessary
appropriations for the construc-
tion of a suitable navy for the
defense of our commerce and
the protection of our citizens at
borne and abroad, and we pir-ticular- ly

experience has demonstrated
that tha present jury law which
compels citizens, at their own
expense, without regard to their
pecuniary ability or the losses
they may suffer, summarily te
suspend their usual occupations,
break their business engage-
ments, travel long distances and
remain from their homes for an
uncertain period, and attend up-
on District Courts as jurymen, is
a measure of unwise economy,
often productive of great hard-

ship and an unjust imposition
of public burdens upon private
individuals. We therefore de-ma- ud
